Two CHILDREN. 


BY THEIR OWN SISTER, 


Y ſiſter, named Lucy, was born the 18th of 
July, 1757; my brother William was born 
| the 18th of October, 1759. I came home to ſee my 
parents on December 30, 1768; both my brother and 
ſiſter I found very ill. My brother Billy ſaid to me, 
| © Siſter, I have been very ill ſince I ſaw you laſt.” 
I faid, I heard he had. O, ſays he, I do not mean 
in my body, but in my ſoul, for 1 felt my fins 1o 
heavy that I thought I ſhould go to hell: I thought 
the devil was ready to drag me away.” I aſked him, 
do you fear hell now ? he anſwered, © No: for Chriſt 
has waſhed away all my fins in his own blood.” 1 
then turned to Lucy, and aſked, how it was with her? 
| the anſwered, Chriſt has waſhed me in his blood.” 
On this I left them, not at all believing what they 
ſaid, but lookin g on it rather as a notion they had 
-got in their heads. As nominal chriſtians, our parents

| would bear the doctrine of being ſaved by: Chriſt 
though they denied the power and experience of the 
love of Chriſt in the heart. So I thought the chil- 
dren might have been taught this in the head, and 
\ . poke of it by rote, without really knowing and feel? 
ing any thing of what they expreſſed. Therefore 1 
did not ſpeak to them any more about it, for two or |} 
three days. But on the ad of January following, 
my conſcience accuſed me Ty not muß more parti - 
cular with them. 
Therefore I addreſſed elt to my brother i in this 
manner: my dear, you told me on Saturday, that 
your fins were all waſhed away in the blood of Chriſt, 
pray tell me, my dear, how do you know this? He 
| ſaid, © Chriſt has told me ſo.” I aſked him how? 
He then gave me the following account: My fins 
and the devil were ſo on my ſoul, that I thought I 
was juſt in the flames of hell. This continued almoſt 
à⁊ a week, Then it pleaſed Jeſus to come into my foul. 
I can ſee him, (by faith) I feel his love in my heart.” 
I then aſked him, what were the fins you felt moſt? 
He ſaid, When I was well, I uſed to tell lies, and 
often quarrelled with my fiſter Lucy. But then I ſaw 
that if God did not forgive me I was loſt. And then 
Jeſus made me to taſte of his love *. I talked to

For theſe children talk of being convinced of ſin, and made happy Rr

my ſiſter Lucy, for I knew there were ſins in her as 
well as in me, and I faw that if HER had not got a 
pardon, and felt this love of Jeſus, and was waſhed 
in his blood, tx could not go to heaven.” 

I then turned to Lucy, and ſaid, how is it with 
you? O, ſaid ſhe, I know that Jeſus has waſhed 
me in his blood.” Then Billy went into fits, which 
ſtopt the diſcourſe. When we went to bed, I en- 
quired of Lucy, how ſhe came to know this great ſal- 
vation? She told me, the firſt who was inſtrumental 
to her, was Mr. Hares, by a ſermon he preached from 
Eccleſiaſtes, chap. ix. ver. 14, 15. There was a little 
city, and a few men vithin it, and there came a great 

king againſt it, and beſieged it, and built great bul- 
warks againſt it. Now there was found in it, a poor 
wiſe man, . and he by his wiſdom delivered the city. 
Yet no man remembered that ſame poor man.” That 
part of the ſermon that made the firſt impreſſions up- 
| on me, was the miniſter's ſaying, This poor wiſe man 

is ]tsvs, and we have all forgot him, except it is to 
call upon him to damn us. Then I feared that I had 
blaſphemed his name in every prayer I ſaid. Then 
the miniſter deſcribed two ſorts of people, one that 
was waſhed in Chriſt's blood, and the other not. 1 
aſked her which ſtate ſhe thought herſelf in? ſhe told - 
me, Among thoſe who were not waſhed.” Upon 
verſions are not to be expected.

The 
firſt comfort I met with, when I was in this caſe; was 
from the invitation which Chriſt gives to heavy laden 

ſinners, i in the 11th chap. of Matt. 28, 29, 30, verſes: 
Come unto me all ye that labour and are heavy 
laden, and I will give you reſt. Take my yoke upon 
you, and learn of me, for I am meek and lowly in 
heart, and ye ſhall find reſt to your ſoul.” Por my 
yoke is eaſy, and my burden light.” I. then alked 
her, do you now enjoy the love of Chriſt? She told 
me ſhe did: For ſhe felt it in every joint.
